Again try them in their letters, 
and two t’s and two w’s and two o’s do not 
make f-o-u-r. Away now with the bigoted, 
narrow-minded hypocrites of the old math- 
ematics; we are a wiser race, knowing that 
two and two are not four. 

Such reasoning in mathematics would 
prove the reasoners fools, yet we verily be- 
lieve it realized in the course pursued by 
infidels in their reasonings against Chris- 
tianity.

“Healthful respiration, either in a sleeping 
or wakeful state, cannot long be performed 
by any breathing animal without pure air. 
For this was man and all breathing animals 
furuished with lungs and air cells. At 
every respiration air is inspired and re- 
spired» The inspired air should contain its 
natural quantity of oxygen, to purify the 
blood as it circulates through the lungs. 
All apartments that have not means for con- 
stantly admitting out-door air are filled with 
respired air, or air that has been rejected 
by the lungs as unfit to nourish the system. 
If for want of pure air, this is breathed 
uver again, it causes many injurious symp- 
toms. This important fact cannot be too 


All sleeping apartments need to be as 
large, high, dry, and airy as possible. 
When air is admitted into them from wind- 
ows, they ought to be at the foot of the bed, 
or nearly so. In all cases the air should 
not be admitted at the head of the bed. In 
such a case a person might take a fatal cold; 
for all people will take cold easier to have a 
current of air rushing upon their heads, 
shoulders, or backs, than in any other way. 
When from feebleness or inclemency the 
air cannot be admitted directly into the 
sleeper’s room, it should be admitted into 
an adjoining room, and the door of the 
sleeper’s apartment remain open. — 

All excitement, care, sorrow, etc., should 
be banished from the mind before retiring. 
The evening hours should be spent in the 
quiet and seclusion of home, as far as poss- 
ible, and early retiring the established rule. 
Not many will deny, that “ Merry evening 
parties make sorry morning hours.” “Trim- 
ming the midnight lamp” is destructive of 
life, health, and happiness. At least one 
third of the twenty-four hours ought to be

Nothing i is more common than for men to 
speak of the mysteriousness of God. And 
His dealings are of course mysterious.

‘They con- 
tain the problem of evil, and must be 
in that aspect inexpressibly sad and fearful 
sometimes. But never put the epithet mys- 
terious in place of, or make it cover the at- 
tribute of Righteousness. God is not re- 
vealed to us as mysterious, but as true, good, 
righteous. Genuine Christian piety does 
not: sit looking at the mystery of God, but 
she sits adoring the love and holiness of 
God. Men know what you mean, when 
you say of a neighbor, “he is a strange 
man,” “she is a nfysterious woman.” They 
know you are covering up, under those 
terms, some suspicions concerning that 
neighbor. “ Very good, I suppose, but mys- 
terious.” So speaking, you convey the idea 
that the person referred to is not quite right, 
if he is good. Is not this the shadow you 
are in danger of casting over the face of 
God, when you dwell so much upon His 
mysteriousness? Be careful. The Lord 
is good and right; the emphasis of His 
character is there. We are not at liberty 
to say, “ We suppose he is good, but” 
He is good. He is just. He does do right. 


_ There is no right and good will but one and 


that is His. Anchor there, and hold fast. 
Do not go floating off into the great un- 
known..

All modern appliances in the arts are 
labor-saving.

So Faith in 
Christ is labor-saving. Just as much work 
is to be done in our world since the age of 
modern machines, as was to be done before.

One evening as he lay down 
to sleep, he overheard a woman, in an ad- 
joining room, say, “ Arise, believe and thou 
shalt be healed of all thine infirmities.” The 
words, so simple, so trite, uttered so broadly 
on the pages of the New Testament, struck 
him to the heart. He arose, lighted his 
lamp, and found that the dawn of a hope 
which never grew dim, had broken in upon 
him. It did not diminish at all his work.

| COMFORT AFTER LOSS. 

On the tenth of last February a young 
missionary, Chas. H. Lloyd, died at Umvoti 
Station in South Africa. He was thirty- 
two years old. He had been on his field 
barely two years. ~ It seemed strange to 
call him away sosoon. After it was settled 
that he was to die, he said to his fellow- 
laborer: “Do you remember, Mr. Grout, 
that there is a little tree standing about 
thirty feet from the door of your new 
chapel? Bury methere. Mrs. Lloyd will 
inclose the spot. Your congregation will 
see it, as they pass. They will remember 
that the dead man came to preach to them.” 
The request was complied with. All about 
the village, by the river bank and in the 
fields, the little natives could be heard sing- 
ing the songs Mr. Lloyd had taught them 
during his brief stay. And what did Mrs. 
Lloyd do? Did she sit down and wring 
her hands and nurse her grief? Let us see. 
On July 10th, Mr. Grout wrote from Um- 
voti: “Yesterday was one of our bright 
days.” It was bright, because thirteen new 
members were added to the little church. 
Andamong the occasions of this increase, 
he mentions this: “ Since the death of Mr. 
Lloyd, Mrs. Lloyd has taken hold of our 
work with both her hands. I attribute in 
good part to her labors” the result. “ Her 
prayers and labors have been literally ‘ in 
‘season and out of season.’” | 


Wm. Lloyd Garrison. — 

Mr. Garrison, at the ripe age of sixty, 
has ceased to publish the Ziberator; has 
put off the trae he had worn for thirty- 
five years; and is looking toward a serene 
old age of leisure; of more quiet and con- 
genial employments. | 

' Afer a toilsome and embarrassed boy- 
hood, a youth of many vicissitudes, he be- 
gan his life-work in Boston, as Editor and 
Proprietor of The Liberator, in 1831. It 
was a lowly beginning. He and his part- 
ner had for months, no other room than 
their office, where they slept on the floor. 
The Mayor of Boston once wrote of that 
office as “ an obscure hole.” He advocated 
the immediate and entire emancipation of 
all slaves. He said: “I am in earnest. 
I will not equivocate, I will not excuse, I 
will not retreat a single inch, and I will be 
heard.” His word was kept. He met op- 
positions, obstacles; obloquies, and all man- 
ner of threats, but he could not be fright- 
ened or silenced. He had a few good co 
adjutors, but was frequently left to fight the 
battle almost alone. Every one admired 
his pluck, his persistence, his unalterable 
‘will and true courage; while all could not 
like his temper, his spirit, and his manner. 
Indeed it was not easy for many who agreed, 
with his views and aims, to get along with 
him harmoniously. He was inclined to be 
dictatorial and censorious. 

We saw him but once or twice, some 
twenty years ago, and confess that we did 
not fancy him. He seemed morose, irrev- 
erent, defiant. It took us years to conquer 
our prejudices regarding him. We are not 


-| sure that we were even very cordial toward 


him. We never could accept all his positions; 
and even now, can approve his‘ career only 
‘in general. And we call attention to that 
career, simply to point a moral. 

He labored long, seemingly almost in 
vain, for one sole object; a very great one, 
certainly. And just as a new generation 
came round him on the scene of action, 
the providence of God, in a few brief 
months, brought about the event for which 
he bad toiled so long. It was wonderful. 
He went and saw the freedmen amid their 
new-found liberties. He stood and mused 
by the desolate grave of Calhoun. He felt 
a thrill for which such a strugade as his can 
alone prepare. His toil was more than re- 
compensed. “ Desire accomplished is sweet 
to the soul,” and his joy was full. The 
whirligig of time had brought its revenges. 
No; rather, had God heard prayer, ac- 
cepted sacrifice, and rewarded labor. So, 
ever, must courage, os and persever- 
ance prevail. 

Now, his great work taken off his hands, 
Mr. Garrison retires from his post. He is 
a crowned victor. . |

Send the Boys to College—The Help needed 
from Educated Men. 
[Concluded. ] 

The importance of a college education 
needs to be held up in our new State. Its 
acquisition should be made honorable. It 
is so in the most enlightened parts of our 
‘country. It should beso here. Who shall 


‘make it.so, unless it be those who have en- - 


joyed its advantages? As they regard it, 
so will others, especially the young. The 
two or three thousand liberally educated 
men of California, of the present day, are 
‘determining, and will determine the esti- 
mate in which learning will be held by 
those who will be the men of the next gen- 
eration. If they take little interest in it, 
those who succeed them, having had few 
opportunities of finding out its value, will 
take none at all. If every one of these 
two or three thousand men of learning, 
scattered all over the State, would do some- 
thing in this matter, exert some direct and 
positive influence, the good effect would 
very soon be seen. We remember, for 
instance, a young man who went into a ru- 
ral neighborhood to teach a country school 
fora few months. His influence inspired 
half a dozen boys with the desire for a 
college education, and most of them are 
) He had no 


hundreds of other teachers, nor as much. 
Hundreds of ministers, and lawyers, and 
doctors could be stimulating the minds, 
and elevating the purposes of the boys 
about them in the same way, if they only 
thought of it. Let the influence be exerted 
upon the young men, directly, and through 
them it will very surely reach the pa- 
rents. And if both children and -parents 
agree upon the undertaking, it will create 


.a demand for academies and classical schocls 


in which youth may be fitted for college, 
which is the great desideratum at present. 
Of 
the fifty thousand boys of California, un- 
der eighteen years old, very few will ac- 
quire an education if things are left to 
their natural ‘course. Rapidly the years 
will be carrying them beyond the age 


_-when it is desirable to undertake a seven 


years’ work, preliminary to the active du- 
ties of life.

It should be said, see that those who 
wish to see an adequate number of minis- 
ters of the Gospel trained up here, have 
a very important. part to perform in this 
work.

When the expenses are large and the earn- 
ings are small, stand by them; don’t let 


them be broken down-~in health, or cour- 


age, or scholarship for the lack of a little 
money to pay their necessary bills. 

There is agony in the suspense endured 
by many a young man who dreads to give 
up his place in his class, and his cherished 
hopes of learning, and who nevertheless 
knows not where to look for the few dol- 
lars which he lacks, and knows not where 
to obtain, with which to pay his expenses 
at the term’s end. Young men of spirit will 
They will work, 
and they will suffer, but you will have to 
inquire of others to learn their needs. A\l- 
ready there are meritorious youth amongst 
us, working their way to learning through 
just these difficulties. The eliments of true 
manhood are in them. They need but lit- 
tle, but that little is essential to their suc- 


cess. Other like cases will’ arise hereafter, 
without doubt, and by promptly meeting 
them with the needed encouragement, we

Letter from the Rev. E. 8. Lacy. 


Homepoure, Oct., 1865. 

Epirors Paciric :—Since my last letter 
to you I have erossed and recrossed the 

at flat German States. One’positive ad- 
vantage on this old side .f the world is 
that in a mere vacation, when the profes- 
sional or the business man seeks not, he may, 
in a few hours time, find himself wandering» 
among historic scenes of foreign countries, 
or resting beneath monuments of former 
generations. By the facilities of modern 
travel, the tourist finds different peoples, 
with different types: of civilization, neigh- 
bors—offering him opportunity to compare 
the best of their many things. 

From Switzerland we strike the German 
lineat Basle—which stands at the head of 
Rhine navigation—a Swiss city, near the 
limits of both France and Germany. Here 
the flippant tongue of France takes the 


_beavy German accent; francs turn into 


florins ; and the waist belts of the soldiers 
are loosened, to contain the generous pota- 
tions of lager. One rides not far, in Eu- 
rope, without seeing military companies— 
they are everywhere ; and in all the South 


| the mi€trable French fashion of tight-lacing 


prevails, so that the girdle of a lieutenant is 
not longer than a girl’s. The Rhine, hav- 
ing plunged madly down the rocks at Schaff- 
hausen, and beaten itself into white foam,

ley, its windings marked by the glitter of 
sunlight, as far as the eye can see; a valley 
so great that it reminds one who has ever 
been down the Mississippi, of the vast 
breadths of plain which, below Vicksburg, 
stretch on each side of the Father of Wa- 
‘ters. This plain is dotted with villages, and 
‘decorated with avenues of trees, especially 
the poplar, without fences, and the hills 
which bound it on the east are fringed with 
the ruins of ancient castles. One of the 
finest of these, in fact one of the noblest 
twins in Europe, is the castle at Heidelberg 
—on a mountain crag overlooking the val- 
ley of the Neckar as it opens into that of 
the Rhine—its very aspect telling the trav- 
eler of mailed knights and tournaments, 
wealth, violence and war; and that all the 
actors in these tragic scenes are in their 
graves. Those lofty halls and long corri- 
dors, and arched wine vaults, are now en- 
closed and defended, that they may be 
shown to the curious for money. Such 
monuments of the every day life of people 
of a past generation are more impressive, in 
‘some respects, than the ruins of amphithea- 
ters, which may be far more ancient and 
colossal, or even than the Egyptian pyra- 
mids, which stand upon the very verge of 
the historic horizon. Where now are those 
who reveled here? Where are they who 
drank from that great “ tun,” whose hollow 
and decaying form astonishes us with its 


| immensity? Where that wealth that piled 


that massive masonry? It is beliéved that 
many, perhaps most, of these old castles 
which make the Rhine memorable, were 
the strongholds- of robber chieftains, who 
laid their neighborhood under contribution, 
and especially exacted tribute from all who 
passed by there on the noble river. Of the 
hundreds towering above each bank of the 
Rhine, not over a half dozen seem to be in 
repair, or habitable; the Crown Prince of 
Prussia restored one, Stolzenfels, and fur- 
nished it royally ; the Queen was stopping 
here when we passed in September: sen- 
tinels paced to and fro, and all the colors of 
the Kingdom were. flying. 


The Rhine is the Nile of 
travel is upon it, or along its banks; al 
villages face it, and every thing goes down 
to its waters. The natural scenery is far 


| inferior to the Highlands of the Hudson— 


more tame and common; the river itself 
four times smaller; the bases of the mount- 
ains, on either hand, are covered with vines, 
which make a very monotonous landscape, 
for every tree and shrub is cut down to give 


ruins, encircled ever by a halo of poetry, 
which make the Rhine one of the three 
most interesting rivers in the world. 


Heidelberg has a University, with be- 
tween 700 and 800 students. The students 
are from all parts of the world. I find that 
all the continental universities .are located 
in the heart of some town—that the build- 
ing affords space for lecture rooms, library: 
and cabinets, and in one instance, at Halle, 
a dining hall or “commons” for the stu- 
dents: their lodgings are obtained in the 
city, wherever they choose. The edifice 
generally disappoints one, for he expects 
that an institution founded 500 years ago, 
and renowned over all the earth, will pre- 
‘sent an imposing front ; whereas, they are, 
without any exception, very common, unin- 
teresting structures. It is not masonry that 
makes a university. Numerous as they are 
in this country, the numbers in attendance 
upon each are very large, it being a second 
rate institution which has less than 750 stu- 
dents, in its several departments of instruc- 
tion : 
rolled pupils. Berlin is the literary center 
of the continent ; her illustrious faculty at- 
tracting the largest number of students; 
perhaps it is the Athens of the world. 
Prussia adheres to a system of education for 
the masses, which requires that every child 
shall attend school, and imposes an onerous 
fine for failure. So she lays broad the foun- 
dation of the educational structure, and 
finishes it with splendid ornamentation. 
Germany is great in her scholars, yet small 
in her nationality. Divided into thirty-four 
or thirty-six independent sovereignties, 
without union, jealous of each other, the 
powerful ever encroaching upon the weak, 
the ties of confederation merely a name, 
she exerts but a second-rate influence in the 
family of nations. The talent of the Ger- 


Pman is aot practical, like that of the Ameri- 


can or the Englishman: his brain develops 
principles of thought, leads in the pursuits of 
‘learning, makes discoveries in science, but 
appears to fall behind in the application of 
knowledge to the functions of government, 
and to the wants of common life. The most 
intelligent men say, that never having been 
accustomed to govern themselves, the peo- 
ple would not know how to organize and 
sustain a republic ; so ghey support a score 
and a half of petty kings and their fami- 
lies, in order to be governed by them and 
their children. As illustrative of the obser- 
vation that their science does not descend 


very little. machinery taking the place of 
human muscle, and multiplying force. One 
travels thousands of miles, over a smooth 
country, and cannot see a reaper or a- mow- 
ing machine, or even a threshing machine ; 
all is done by hand, and‘grain is cut with a 
sickle. No horse-rakes skim the even mea- 
dows. Their scythe snaths are straight 
sticks. Their plows are of wood except 
the point, even wooden mould-boards, and 
they turm the soil about four inches deep. 
Grains are all sown by hand. They donot 
know that pumpkins, or squashes, or toma- 
toes, or green corn, are fit to be eaten. 
People keep treading in paths made by 
former generations, and know not how to 
leave them ; they toil and. eat as their fa- 
thers did. Labor is cheap, and muscle is 
the chief spring of force. Women work 
in the fields; cows and dogs are harnessed 
to wagons. The houses in their miserable 
villages, and in most of the cities, are built 
quite into the streets, too narrow in many 
places for wagons to pass each other, and 
without sidewalks, the sewers uncovered. 
The traveler over Germany is struck with 
the appearance of the country, well tilled,

In the library 
of this convent he first saw a copy of the 
Holy Scriptures, and at once gave his strong 
mind to its investigation. Here in this 
place was conceived the great Reformation, 
the memory of which is ever associated 
with his name. As he walked about the 
narrow streets of this old town, singing 
hymns under the windows with his fine 
voice, and collecting alms, Luther was_no 
doubt revolving in his mind that great prin- 
ciple of justification by faith, which was the 
motive power of the Reformation, as well 
as the simple secret of eternal life for the 
dying world. 

At Erfurt one finds another room sacred 


to the memory of the great Reformer, which - 


he occupied a few months after the diet at 
Worms, as a prisoner for his own safety. 
He had made his memorable defense, re- 
fusing to recant the opinions he had pro- 
mulgated, and his friend, the Elector of 
Saxony, knowing his life was every mo- 
ment in danger, with an armed and visored 
company surprised and took him, and bore 
him as a prisoner to this castle, where he 
was safe as in an eagle’s nest. In this room 
he translated much of the BiblJe, and the 


-wall now bears the marks of the inkstand 
which he threw at the devil, whom he
